As a result, Maryland Jockey Club 
and Maryland State Fair, Inc., hereby submit to 
the Commission, for its approval, the following 
plan of operations: 

"1. Maryland Jockey Club will discontinue 
the use of its present Pimlico Race Course for 
the holding of race meets. 

"2. The physical plant of Laurel, consisting 
of its land, improvements and equipment, will 
be owned by a newly formed corporation, which 
w ill be owned and controlled by Laurel and 
Pimlico. 

3. The Laurel plant will be leased to Laurel 
and Pimlico, both of which will conduct their 
f ace meets there. 

4. Each racing association will maintain its 
separate identity, conduct its own business 
affairs and hold its own meet, as heretofore, 
snbject to such coordination of operations as 
w ill naturally flow from their operations at 
ffie same plant, as for example, public relations, 
allocation of stalls, and racing programs. 

5. The two racing associations will jointly 
u ndertake on an accelerated basis a program to 
renovate and improve the Laurel grandstand, ex¬ 
pand and improve the Laurel stable area, and 
improve the roads and parking areas at the 
baurel plant. 

The plan is a practical recognition of certain 
ec onomic factors resulting from increasingly 
keen competitive conditions in neighboring 
states. 

1. The maintenance of separate plants in 
close proximity to each other by the associations 
ls an economic waste, in view of the limited 
timber of days of actual operation.

"2. The continued expenditure of large sums 
of money by each association for the improve¬ 
ment of two separate plants, instead of the con¬ 
centration of such improvements in one plant, 
is likewise unsound. The improvement of one 
plant, instead of two, will speed the day when 
Maryland will be able to boast of the finest rac¬ 
ing plant in the country. 

"3. The limitations of land area at the present 
Pimlico Race Course will continue to be a 
barrier to the attainment of a plant there, com¬ 
mensurate with the name and prestige of Pim¬ 
lico and the oft-expressed wishes of the Com¬ 
mission. This limitation is underscored by the 
failure of Pimlico to obtain rezoning of a large 
tract of its land, and the pending taking by the 
City of a portion of that tract for highway 
purposes. 

"4. The relocation of the Pimlico Race Meets 
at Laurel, Maryland, will not impair its availa¬ 
bility and accessibility to the general public, 
even though it might be viewed with disfavor 
by a very small segment of the local patrons. 

"5. Improved accommodations for patrons, 
jockeys and trainers will be more readily pos¬ 
sible, and greater number of days at one location 
should attract better stables, with greater satis¬ 
faction to the patrons and improved revenue for 
the State as well as the Associations. 

"6. The plan is sufficiently flexible to permit 
of Bowie’s participation. 

"If this proposal is approved by the Commis¬ 
sion, appropriate amendments to the Racing 
Laws will be submitted to the Commission for 
recommendation to the Legislature. If sanctioned 
by the Commission and the Legislature, the plan 
will be implemented by the Associations so as 
to have it effective for the Fall Meets of 1957.” 

"IN THE HEAT OF PASSION”: Jacob 
Kartman, attorney for Pimlico then took the 
floor and outlined his clients’ unsuccessful efforts 
to have a 25-acre tract on Pimlico Road rezoned 
to permit the erection of stables. Continuing, 
Mr. Kartman said, "Tradition is a thing of the 
past. We must yield to the firm realities of life. 
The relics of a Victorian era must yield.” 

State Senator Anthony F. DiDomenico, Balti¬ 
more Democrat, then took the floor and un¬ 
leashed a verbal blast at the proposed merger 
and also of the cheapness of racing at Bowie.

DiDomenico demanded that the issue be 
brought before the public and promised to fight 
it with all the resources at his command. 

Up to this time the Pimlico-Laurel wedding 
appeared to have a good chance of coming off. 
Then Donald Lillis, president of Bowie, fired 
both barrels. 

"I am completely opposed to it, and think it is 
absolutely wrong. I intend to fight it as far as 
possible,” Lillis stated. 

Continuing, he said, 'This is a plan of 
monopoly, it’s a merger, no matter what the 
lawyers call it. There is no reason why three 
tracks should not prosper in Maryland. 

"If this merger goes through, Bowie couldn’t 
stand the gaff. There won’t be two tracks left— 
there’ll be one. Bowie, under this plan, must be 
shoved into the background. Chances are John 
Schapiro will rack me up.” 

Earlier Lillis stated that Schapiro had asked 
him to join in the plan, and having declined, he 
said Schapiro promised him that without Bowie 
participation, there would be no deal. 

"I thought,” said Lillis, "that he (Schapiro) 
had given up his idea of monopolizing Maryland 
racing. But apparently he hasn’t.” 

John A. Manfuso, speaking for the Horse¬ 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Association, 
expressed fear that one group would dominate 
Maryland racing if the plan were sanctioned. 
Obviously referring to the Charles Town situa¬ 
tion, Manfuso warned of the dangers of a 
monopolistic system. 

Janon Fisher said: "If Pimlico were a losing 
operation I would say drop it. But they’re mak¬ 
ing more money than Laurel or Bowie ... I 
was on the Pimlico board when Havre de Grace 
was bought and it was not nice.” 

D. Eldred Rinehart, commission chairman, 
in adjourning the hearing, stated that his board 
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would weigh the matter carefully and announce 
its findings at a later date. 

Three days later, Rinehart issued a lengthy 
statement which concluded: "Therefore, it is 
the conclusion of the commission and its deci¬ 
sion that the commission will not propose or 
sponsor any legislation in this matter, but rec¬ 
ommends that the parties in interest present 
their views and contemplated changes to the 
legislature.” 

Meanwhile, Senator DiDomenico was prepar¬ 
ing a bill which would: 

1. Require that the racing days of a racetrack 
w'hich abandons its operations shall be equally 
divided among the remaining mile tracks in the 
State. 

2. Prohibit the merging of mile track asso¬ 
ciations to hold racing meets at a single track. 

At the same time DiDomenico introduced a 
measure which would reduce the present nuin-

ber of racing days at the mile tracks from 120 
to 110. 

Pimlico and Laurel maintain that the pro¬ 
posal does not constitute a merger. Proponents 
describe the operation as that of "two families 
sharing one house.” 

Under such an arrangement Pimlico would 
sell its track property and buy 50 per cent of 
Laurel for $3,000,000. The newly formed cor¬ 
poration—owned jointly by Laurel and Pimlico 
—-would lease the track to each racing associa¬ 
tion, i.e., the Maryland Jockey Club and Mary¬ 
land State Fair, Inc., for its respective meetings. 
Each association would maintain its separate 
staff of employees and officials. 

LOSER WEEPER S FIRST S/W: The open¬ 
ing day program at Bowie, which attracted a 
crowd of 12,700 who wagered $938,689, was 
headlined by the inaugural running of the 
$10,000-added Abraham Lincoln Stakes. Carry¬ 
ing 110 pounds and coming from just off the 
pace, Wayne Kendricks Weeper’s Boy got up 
to win by a head from Ella K. Bryson’s Kinda 
Smart. The winner, a four-year-old chestnut colt 
from the first crop of Loser Weeper, is from the 
*Gino mare, Ginomel. 

Weeper’s Boy is his sire’s first stakes winner. 
The Abraham Lincoln winner was bred by E. 
Taylor Chewning, a member of the Maryland 
Racing Commission. 

Jack Amiel’s Mr. Turf, which, like the winner 
Was making his first start of the season, finished 
third. 


Weeper’s Boy negotiated the five-and-a-half- 
furlong distance in 1:05 1/5 on a fast track. 
Harold Keene had the mount. Twenty-six-year- 
old Robert E. Brown, a protege of the O’Farrell 
Brothers (of Westminster and Ocala, Florida) 
trains Weeper’s Boy. It was the first stakes suc¬ 
cess for each. 

In slightly more than two seasons’ campaign¬ 
ing, Weeper’s Boy has started 27 times, won 7 
races, been second 6 times and third 7 times. 
The Lincoln purse of $7,375 brought his earn¬ 
ings to $28,330. 

FOR LADIES ONLY: Incongruous as it may 
seem, a sprightly young thing from New Jersey 
turned back local beauties in the Miss Maryland 
contest on February 16. The third running of 
the $15,000-added feature for three-year-old 
fillies was won by C. F. H. Johnson, Jr.’s 
Kapichan, by the speedy Okapi and from the 
Blensign mare, Marchan. Second away from the 
gate, Kapichan quickly asserted her authority to 
win in front-running fashion by a length and a 
half. Harold H. Polk’s favored Mile. Diane was 
second, a length and a quarter to the fore of 
Mandalay Miss. Jockey Robert J. Martin rode 
the winner which covered the six-furlong dis¬ 
tance in 1:06 over a good track. W. J. Sacco 
trains the New Jersey-bred filly. 

The Miss Maryland was Kapichan’s third suc¬ 
cess in 15 starts. She has been second once and 
third four times, earning $19,655.

Handicap at Tropical Park in December, scored 
a popular success in the first running of the 
George Washington Stakes on the natal anni¬ 
versary of Americas first president. Sharing 
topweight with A. J. Ryan’s Big Paddy, Sags 
Gem toted 121 pounds over the six-furlong di¬ 
stance in 1:12 1/5. The Sammy Boulmetis- 
ridden winner opened up a long early lead which 
was cut to two and one-half lengths at the finish 
wire by Fenmar. John A. Manfuso’s Astracorn 
was third in the field of eleven. 

The winner was saddled by Charles R. White. 
Ben Rosenthal was in charge of the colt during 
his successful Florida campaign. Sags Gem’s 
score after the George Washington read: 16 
starts, 4 wins, 4 seconds, 1 third, and $35,375. 
He was bred by Saggy Farm at Country Life. 

Public response to the first Washington’s 
Birthday program in Maryland racing was highly 
gratifying. Given good weather. President Don 
Lillis was quoted as expecting 16,000 fans. Two 
persons more than 25,000 turned out in delight¬ 
ful racing weather. Attendance was less than 
1,000 off Bowie’s record crowd. Wagering was 
brisk, with $1,650,751 passing through the 
mutuels. 

LAUREL AGENDA: A new stakes, the re¬ 
vival of two others and the raising in value of 
another, feature the seven added-money races 
involving $92,500 to be presented by Laurel 
Race Course during its April 1 -May 4 spring 
meeting. 


The new feature, to be known as the Laurel 
Spring Turf Handicap, carries a prize of $10,000 
and will be staged over the turf course at a mile 
and a sixteenth on Saturday, May 4, closing day. 
This will be the spring counterpart of Laurel’s 
popular Turf Cup Handicap, raced each fall 
prior to the Washington, D. C. International. 

Being revived are the Cherry Blossom Handi¬ 
cap and the Chesapeake Trial, both at $10,000 
added. The Cherry Blossom, formerly an allow¬ 
ance event for three-year-olds at six furlongs, 
will be presented on Saturday, April 6, for fillies 
and mares, three and up, at the same distance. It 
will be held this year in conjunction with the 
annual Cherry Blossom Festival in Washington. 
Instituted by Laurel in 1951, the Cherry Blossom 
was dropped the past two years because the 
track’s spring dates were too late to be part of 
the Cherry Blossom festivities. 

The Chesapeake Trial, last held at Havre de 
Grace in 1950, is a six-furlong test for three- 
year-olds scheduled for Saturday, April 13, one 
week prior to the $20,000-added Chesapeake 
States, a Kentucky Derby preview at a mile and 
a sixteenth booked for Saturday, April 20. 

The Laurel Handicap, to be run for the forty- 
fourth time on Saturday, April 27, has had its 
value increased from $15,000 to $25,000 added, 
making it the richest race of the spring session. 
This oldest event on the Laurel yearly stakes 
agenda is for three-year-olds and up at a mile 
and a sixteenth. 
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Opening the 29-day meet on April 1 will be 
the $10,000-added Capitol Handicap, a speed 
test at three-quarters of a mile for three-year- 
olds and upward, to be raced for the thirty- 
eighth time. Dropped from the 1957 program is 
the Maryland Sprint Handicap, an event pro¬ 
grammed the past two years to replace the 
Cherry Blossom. 

The seventh stakes of the Laurel meet will be 
the $7,500 Bowie Breeders’, a race at four and 
a half furlongs for two-year-olds foaled in Mary¬ 
land. It is being run at Laurel on Monday, April 
22, because the early dates of the Bowie meet 
preclude that track’s staging any two-year-old 
stakes races at four and a half furlongs. 

The deadline for nominations to all Laurel 
stakes, with the exception of the Bowie Breeders’ 
which already has closed, is Friday, March 15.

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STALLION REPORT 

mtmaBmammmmmmtmmmmmammmmmam by Joe B. Hickey, Jr. 


L AST YEAR, pursuant to its charter as a 
service organization, the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association sponsored a stallion sur¬ 
vey to present horsemen with the opportunity 
to analyze at close range the performance records 
of Thoroughbred stallions standing in the State. 
The initial report, published in the March, 1956 
issue of The Maryland Horse, embraced 
1955 said records. The report, an unique re¬ 
duction of the national picture to one of state¬ 
wide dimensions, was well received and it was 
decided to make it an annual feature. 

This survey includes every Maryland stallion 
which sired the winner of a race in 1956 and is 
divided into the three customary classifications: 
General Sire List, Sires of Two-Year-Old Win¬ 
ners, and Broodmare Sires. Each, in turn, is 
broken down into three segments: First Money; 
Most Winners; and Most Races Won. The 
author is indebted to the American Thorough¬ 
bred Breeders Association, Inc., for the use of 
statistics published in its authoritative weekly, 
The Blood-Horse. 

These surveys, which will grow increasingly 
more valuable in years to come, serve a two-fold 
purpose: show off the proven sires and show up 
the stallions unworthy of subscription. 

Approximately 100 Thoroughbred stallions 
are making the 1957 stud season in Maryland. 
Many, some young, unproven horses, others cast¬ 
offs, do not bear credentials good enough to 
reflect credit upon the State’s breeding industry. 
Horsebreeding, however, not being an exact 
science, is necessarily approached by trial-and- 
error methods. Even so, a cold-hearted detach¬ 
ment from sentiment and a critical weighing of 
blood, performance and conformation can 
shorten the odds considerably. Unfortunately, at 
times, nothing is more unwelcome than an 
unsolicited and brutally frank appraisal of a 
horse’s potential or established value. These sur-

serve as both a pat on the back and a gentle 
prodding, as the case may be. 

GENERAL SIRE LIST, THE LEADERS: 
Heading the General Sire List is the patriarch 
of Sagamore, 26-year-old Discovery, son of Dis¬ 
play and the * Light Brigade mare, Ariadne. 
A sire of winners of more than $5,000,000, 
Discovery was represented on the nation’s race 
courses last year by the stakes winners Find and 
Sometime Thing, both of which were bred by 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt at Glyndon. The latter, a 
filly of imposing beauty, was sold to Whitney 
Stone last year for $100,000 after she had won 
the Barbara Frietchie at Bowie. She has been 
retired to stud at Mr. Stone’s Morven Stud. 

Discovery had out 24 winners of 54 races 
last year which earned $193,120 in first money. 
It is particularly significant that in 1956 Dis¬ 
covery again topped the Maryland stallions for 
that was the year of the arbitrary 130-pound 
ceiling in handicaps. As a weight-carrier, Dis¬ 
covery has no superior. In 33 starts at four and 
five his average impost was 131 pounds. He 
registered ten victories when carrying 130 or 
more pounds, winning twice with 130; once 
under 131; three times with 132; twice with 
135; once with 136; and once with 139. 

In the 1936 Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handi¬ 
cap he finished fifth under a staggering 143 
pounds. They don’t make his kind of horse (or 
owner) any more. 

In second place on the Maryland General Sire 
List is Mrs. Arthur Hullcoat’s Alaking, a 19- 
year-old son of Equipoise which stands at Pano¬ 
rama Farm, Forest Hill. He had out 23 winners 
of 66 races and $105,580 last season. He also 
was represented by Ann’s Love, winner of the 
A. B. Letellier Handicap at Fair Grounds. 

Alaking is best remembered hereabout as the 
sire of Senator Joe, Alan Clarke’s hard-hitting 
sprinter of a few years ago. In addition to the 
stakes winners Jeannie C., and Bob Considine, 
Alaking begot Columcille, which perhaps more 
than any other horse is responsible for keeping 
Bill Hartack’s name atop the national jockey 
standing. That runner won no less than 23 races 
under the Black Lick hooter’s handling. 

In the Most Winners department, the Country 
Life Farm stud, Lochinvar, tops the list with 3^

He did not start at two due to 
pneumonia and in this connection he is believed 
to have been the first Thoroughbred ever to have 
been administered a blood transfusion. Racing 
at 3, 4, and 5 he won 11 of 43 starts, including 
a memorable renewal of the Widener Handicap 
in which he defeated Best Seller, Alsab, Challe- 
don and Mioland, among others. 

Double Brandy, a horse to prove "they do 
come over the mountains”—he having served at 
stud in California after embarking upon a pro¬ 
genitor’s career locally—had out 3 winners last 
year from a crop of 10 1954 foals.

Thirty-nine of his daughters sent out 49 win¬ 
ners of 124 races (including 1 dead-heat) for 
$742,175 in first money last year, surpassing by 
a wide margin his record of the season previous. 

*Challenger II, imported to Maryland from 
England by the late William L. Brann, is the 
runner-up to Jack High on the Broodmare Sire 
List. He was America’s leading sire in 1939 and 
leading sire of two-year-olds in 1944. He died in 
1948 at Glade Valley Farm. Among his get are 
Challedon, twice Horse of the Year and Gal- 
lorette, voted America’s Greatest Racemare in a 
Delaware Park poll. 

Daughters of ^Challenger II produced 124 
winners of 278 races (1 dead-heat) and 


$578,464 last year. Discovery was third; 42 of 
his mates had out 66 winners of 168 races and 

$452,966. 

In Most Winners and Most Races Won, 
^Challenger II was tops with 124 and 278 (1 
dead-heat). Discovery was next with 66 and 
168. Jack High’s third place ranking in these 
two classifications was not threatened. He had 
out 49 winners of 124 (1 dead-heat) races. 

Jack High ranked eighth among the nation’s 
Broodmare Sires; Challenger II was twelfth and 
Discovery, eighteenth. The latter, greatest living 
broodmare sire in Maryland, is the maternal 
grandsire of Native Dancer, Hasty Road, Traffic

Here is a new stallion who has proved time and again and against the best handicap and dis¬ 
tance horses of his time in both the United States and England that he could win at the classic

LONE EAGLE won six stakes, four in England and two in the United States, and all were run 
over 1% miles and up.
